5. A composition comprising 

A) A product according to claim 1 ; and 

B) A functional fluid subject to oxidative, thermal or light induced degradation. 

6. A composition comprising 

A) A product according to claim 1 ; and 

B) A base oil of lubricating viscosity. 

7. A process for preparing a liquid mixture of phenolic sulphur-containing antioxidants, 
which comprises reacting
